EX ECU TIV E PARDONS. 


P re sid e n t 
C leveland 
R estores S everal 
C onvicts to C itizenship. 
W ash in g to n , March 14th.—The President 
has taken the following action on applica­ 
tions for pardons: In the case of Dennis 
Kelly, convicted of m anslaughter and sen 
tenced to 18 m onths’ im prisonm ent at Port­ 
land, Me., he says: “Tbe defendant having 
been a good soldier, and his offense appar­ 
ently the result of an excitable tempera­ 
ment, rather lhan any malicious intent, 
and the convict having served the entire ex­ 
tent of his sentence, a pardon is granted to 
restore him to citizenship.” 
He has also granted a pardon to George 
H. Daubney, sentenced to three years' im ­ 
prisonm ent 
in W isconsin, for 
pension 
frauds. The President say s: “H is offense 
prejudices me very much against granting 
him any relief, but his sentence having 
been reserved, and H on. Edward L. Brngg, 
him self a brave and distinguished soldier, 
having given the opinion that since his sen­ 
tence the convict has behaved well, a par­ 
don is granted for purpose of restoring him 
to the rights of citizenship.” 
H e has pardoned L. S. K night, sentenced 
to two years’ im prisonm ent in the Albany 
Penitentiary 
for 
forcibly 
entering a 
Postoffice. 
A pardon is granted upon the 
ground of previous good character, which 
(K night being accused of the crim e far 
from home and among strangers) he could 
not show, and upon the further ground 
that he has served more than two-thirds of 
his sentence. 
H e has pardoned M. Fleming, sentenced 
in Virginia to three m onths’ im prisonm ent 
and $200 fine for violating the internal 
revenue laws, on the ground that he has 
served his full term , aud the only efTect of 
a pardon will be to relieve him of the fine. 
H e has also pardoned Jam es McGrath, 
sentenced in California to a term of three 
years, and a fine of $50. for assault with a 
deadly weapon. 
“ H e has served his sen­ 
tence, and the fine only is rem itted.”

G eronim o’s B rav es L earn in g th e A rts of 
P eace. 
W a sh in g to n , March 14th.—Colonel Ay­ 
ers, comm anding the Second A rtillery at 
St. Francis Barracks, Florida, has made 
a report to the W ar Department, concern­ 
ing the Apache prisoners at Fort Marion, 
in which he says that their num ber on 
February 1st last was 447. Three children 
have been born since that date, and four 
Indians have died, leaving 44G in confine­ 
m ent—82 men, 206 women and 158 chil­ 
dren. The Indians, generally, have be­ 
haved well. About 50 children are under 
instruction by the Brothers of St. Joseph’s 
Academy, and have made good progress. 
Some kindly-disposed white women have 
been instructing the men during the past 
month, with considerable success, ia the 
elements of the English language. 


G old E x citem en t In G eorgia. 
A tla n ta , March 14th.—W illiam W ar­ 
ring Habersham , a m ining engineer, has 
discovered within twelve miles of Atlanta 
a lead of rose quartz, which assays over 
$1,100 ton. The gold vein was found at a 
depth of forty feet, and has the general 
trend of the great gold-bearing leads of the 
country—northeast and southwest. Native 
m iners have taken out over $10,000 by pan­ 
ning and surface m ining, w ith only the 
most prim itive machinery. 
ODe m iner 
panned out $3,500 in nine m onths from tbe 
gravei found in the bottom of a little creek 
which runs through the property. This 
discovery of so great a quartz lead has cre­ 
ated considerable excitem ent here. 
D ecision in a M oss-grow n Salt* 
W ash in g to n , March 14th.—The Supreme 
Court rendered a decision to-day in the 
case of Dolores del Moral Y Gonzales et 
a!., plaintiff in error, vs. Edw ard Rons et 
al., in error, to the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Western District of 
Texas. This was a suit brought by the 
heirs of Juan Gonzales to recover posses­ 
sion. of eleven square leagues of land in 
K inney county, Tex., alleged to have been 


granted to Gonzales during his lifetime by 
the Government of Coaliuilas ami Texas, 
then a state of the Republic of Mexico, in 
the year 1823. The Court below refused to 
adm it as evidence of Gonzales’ title the so- 
called “ testim ony” issued by Fortuna to 
Soto as Commissioner of the Colony of the 
Rio Grande, to Juan Carlos Beales, as attor­ 
ney for Gonzales, on the 18th day of April, 
1832. The Court held this testimony was 
issued w ithout authority of law, and ac­ 
cordingly entered judgment for defendants. 
This Court decides that the judgm ent was 
erroneous. It is accordingly reversed and 
the case remanded for a new trial. 
Ja p u n e a e N o tab lrs In W ashington. 
W a sh in g to n , March 14th—[Special.]— 
The Chancellor of Japan, Count Kuroda, is 
now in this city with his suite sight-see­ 
ing. 
M inister Kuke and First Secretary 
Afcabane are showing them the different 
points of interest about the city to-day, and 
will present them to the President to-mor­ 
row.

The populace of 
Morocco can see no sense in the Sultan's 
commands, and are angry at his interfer­ 
ence with their habits, as these prohibi­ 
tions are enforced only against the poor.

H O M E RULE. 


G ladstone aod C h a m b e rlain E ach «aid 
to H ave M ade C oncessions. 
L ondon, March 14th. — Chamberlain's 
speech left a bad impression here. The 
point of it is generally interpreted as an 
effort to shift to Gladstone's shoulders the 
odium of the continued disunion of the 
Liberal party. Chamberlain has decided, 
apparent!}', that so long as Gladstone leads 
the Liberal party, his part m ust be that of 
an opponent. Gladstone has modified his 
attitude, which, it is thought, will bring 
him nearer to a settlement, gom e of the 
specific conditions of hom e rnle which 
Chamberlain laid down have been con­ 
ceded. The question is, however, whether 
the Liberal party, as a whole, will agree to 
withhold all control over any order from 
the Dublin Parliam ent, thus reducing it to 
the level of a vestry. Some concession may 
have been made on this point, as well as on 
the exclusion of Ulster, which is one of 
Chamberlain’s conditions. It rem ains to 
be seen whether the Liberal party will per­ 
m it Chamberlain, for the ends of his own, 
to stand in the way of a reunion. His 
power w ith the Radical wing is almost 
gone. Personally, he has never been pop­ 
ular. All through the Irish crisis he has 
shown defects of character in such a way 
as to put his m erits from view. 
A Liberal 
reunion m ay yet be decided w ithout him . 
THE LI I] ERA I. LEADER DECLARES HIS AD­ 
HERENCE TO PRINCIPLE. 
L o n d o n , March I4th.—Gladstone, reply­

T he L a te st C oncerning th e A tte m p t Upon 
H is L ife. 
N ew Y o rk , March 15th.—[Special]—The 
Star's London special says: 
F urther de­ 
tails of the alleged attem pt on the life of 
the Czar have been received to-night. The 
arrest of the men implicated in tiie plot, 
with infernal machines on their persons, 
has led to the recovery of papers proving 
the existence of a widespread conspiracy to 
assassinate the Czar. Further attem pts are 
feared. It transpires that the conspiracy 
against the life of the Czar is of a more 
portentous 
nature 
than 
even 
the 
firmest believer in 
the 
reported plot 
supposed. 
The plot 
had 
am ong its 
originators 
and 
supporters 
a 
vast 
num ber of persons scattered throughout 
Russia, embracing men and women of 
every grade, from noble to peasant. The 
situation is regarded as very serious, and a 
large num ber of arrests have been made. 
It is said the conspirators have resident 
agents in this city and in l ’aris, and reports 
that are in hand to-night are positive as to 
the fact that the attem pt was made, and 
that it only failed by a lucky miscalcula­ 
tion of time. 
• 
But little credence is given to the rather 
guarded denial ot M. DeStaal, the Russian 
Embassador. T his is w hat he said to-day: 
“ I have received no telegram in relation to 
such an attem pt, and this is sufficient evi­ 
dence to convince me the report is u n ­ 
founded. If it were true I would have 
received a dispatch long ago. 
I am 
just about to attend service in the Russian 
chapei in commemoration of the Czar's ac­ 
cession to the throne, and it is not likely I 
wonld leave the Embassy if there was the 
least probability of any news of that char­ 
acter being received.” 
The Russian chapel was crowded with a 
distinguished audience to-day, who came to 
participate 
in 
the services 
in honor 
of the 
anniversary of 
the ascension 
of the Czar to the throne. M utual congrat­ 
ulations were indulged in over the fact that 
the Czar escaped assassination.

OF THE MAKING OF LEGISLATURES. 
With the adjournment of the Legisla­ 
ture comes the biennial flood of vitupera­ 
tion front the press that is supposed to 
scarify that body and present it in its true 
light so far as hard words can do so. 
There is no strength in these tirades; 
while we are to speak of the Legislature 
precisely as it was, whatever quarrels we 
may have with performance or failure 
by it, should be related back to the constit- 
uences of the members. Reform and pro­ 
gress in legislation will not be effected by 
treating symptoms, and the houses so re­ 
cently engaged in lawmaking were, so far 
as they were blameworthy, but symptoms 
of ills in the body social and politic. The 
proper treatment is to hold Legislatures as 
good as the sources from which they 
sprung. The correctives for bad and de­ 
fective legislation must be applied at these 
sources, and it is unprofitable to devote 
much time to castigation of the houses or 
their membership. 
The people made, or consented to 
making, the Legislature what it was, and 
it does not lie with them to deny the pa­ 
ternity. Society is altogether too trustful 
and confiding in pre-legislative activities. 
It yields to the political boss in the chief 
cities the duties it should never delegate; 
it selects in the several districts with too 
little regard for ability, and too much con­ 
cern for partisanship. That is to say, 
while party choice should be made that 
political policy may he determined, and 
while competency within either party is to 
be found, thought is less given to capa­ 
city than to political skill and the politi­ 
cal strength the candidate is supposed to 
add to the ticket. When the legislators 
assemble, society finds too often as the 
result of the aggregation that the body asa 
whole is ill formed and defective ; and yet 
with the errors of its past in choosing in 
full view, it rejieats them biennially; so 
if its legislative work is slipshod and costly 
it is because it sends up slipshod and un­ 
economic workmen. In most other con­ 
cerns of life society is pretty certain to 
select for any task fairly competent men, 
and to demand of them symmetrical and 
successful achievements. But in legislation 
capacity is less frequently taken into con­ 
sideration than any other quality, and the 
right to choose is delegated to vicious 
agencies. 
To the chief work to which people can 
devote themselves; for the highest trust 
with which an agent can be invested—the 
formulating of the rules of action for 
men in their relations to each other—the 
least care appears to be taken. We select 
legislators, apparently, upon the theory 
that any man who can win in politics is 
competent to make our laws. In truth, 
there is no office to which society can call 
any of its members that demands so much 
of practical, every-day wisdom; so much 
experience and accurate knowledge of 
men ; so much intelligence concerning the 
history of civilization, and of the theory 
and practice of law, of the needs and obli­ 
gations of commercial life, of the essentials 
of social organization, the direction and 
motives of reforms. There is no duty to 
which the citizen can be called that so im­ 
peratively demands thorough knowledge 
of the causes of vice, and the methods of 
battling with and overcoming them. 
The Legislature just adjourned was not 
greatly more lacking than many of its 
predecessors in these essentials. It had a 
fair share of clear-headed, capable men, 
who were duly impressed with the weighty 
importance of their trusts, and whose er­ 
rors were those of judgment only; it had 
within its ranks many men honest in pur­ 
pose and daily walk, and who would scorn 
to do mean things, liut largely with such 
meu the moral sensibilities are benumbed 
and warped out of shape in the presence of 
political and vicious legislative methods 
which the infamous and degrading system 
of trade, barter and exchange has set up. 
The making of the success of a desired 
measure dependent upon the success or 
failure of some other Act; the voting for 
this bill because another will vote for that, 
is simply salving conscience and apologiz­ 
ing to the sense of right on the score of 
expediency. The Legislature just ad- 
jourc-d had a share, also, of stem and un­ 
flinching men, whose lack of^tdaptabilitv 
to situation and want of knowledge of 
men and of skill in handling them, made 
their honest purposes defeat themselves. 
These went to tlieotber extreme and became 
practically powerless in their unyielding 
and stubborn immovability. But it had 
also a large proportion of meu unscrupu­ 
lous as to the means employed to attain 
ends; ready to trade at any time for polit­ 
ical ad vantage or personal gain; careless of 
public criticism; unambitious for public 
approval, and openly acknowledging 
allegiance to political rings and bosses and 
other vicious influences. They had very 
frequently the whole legislative balance ' 
in their grasp—the power to make or un-1 


make. That they wielded it less to the in­ 
jury of the State and less to satisfying their 
own selfish and base desires than they 
might have done, is all the people have to 
lie thankful for, so far as they are con­ 
cerned. 
As a whole, the Legislature of 1887 was 
not such a body as the people of Califor­ 
nia should have called together to make 
their laws. It was not representative in 
that large degree which it should have 
been of the best elements of the social or­ 
ganization, nor so largely, as it should 
have been, representative of the intellec­ 
tual capacity of the people. The elements 
that underlie social and political vice were 
represented where they should not have 
been. Influences had voice in the cham- 
hers, the breath of which is contaminating 
and the very existence of which threatens 
the stability of free institutions. 
Yet it was by no means an incapable 
body, for it accomplished some good work ; 
it passed some needed laws, while neglect­ 
ing to pass others as imperatively de­ 
manded by good policy. The com­ 
mendable deeds of the body go far in 
atonement for its omissions and its refusals. 
It came up to the Capitol as the chosen 
body of the people; and we repeat, what­ 
ever its ills, there are no others than the 
voter in the majority, and the voter who 
did not even use his rights, to be held re­ 
sponsible. As they neglected their principal 
political duty and permitted bossism to 
usurp their prerogative, it is they 
alone who are to be held accountable. It 
is not given to them to abuse those of 
whose incompetency or venality they had 
full notice, and they are estopped from 
pleading ignorance of the fact. The minor­ 
ity may complain, but it should be a com­ 
plaint against the political system that 
makes it easy for ignorant, incompetent 
and unworthy men to be chosen. The 
remedy for ill legislation is in the bauds of 
the people; to abuse the body that has 
adjourned will not bring back wasted op­ 
portunities, return the money squandered 
in junketing, resto»e the time lost in wrang­ 
ling, or erect into laws the just measures 
that failed to secure legislative approval. 


R ev . D r. M c G ly n x ’s panegyric upon 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher is unquestion­ 
ably the warmest expression of respect and 
esteem yet made by a priest of the Roman 
Catholic Church, for a dissenting clergy­ 
man, and upon whom he is hound to look 
as without the household of faith. It 
goes beyond mere expression of esteem and 
regard, however, and declares the priest’s 
belief to be that Beecher, without the pale 
of the “one true” church, “better than any 
other man taught the men and the land of 
his time the essentials of religion pure and 
undefiled, in which we all agree, and the 
minimizing of the differences that seem to 
separate us.” These and kindred expres­ 
sions in Dr. McGlynn’s letter would seem 
to indicate a liberalism on his part that his 
church has not warranted its priests in en­ 
tertaining. To the lay mind it is very dif­ 
ficult to understand how a priest holding 
that faith is the assent of the human mind 
to divine truth proposed and attested by 
the church of God, and that that church is 
the- Church of Rome and it only, can say 
of another who did not give this assent, 
who denied the authority of that church, 
that he taught and preached “the essentials 
of religion pure and undefiled ;” and say 
of him that his theology “agrees with that 
of the old church in this, that the essence 
of religion is in communion with God, 
through love of Him, for His own sake, 
and in loving all men with the zest which 
we love ourselves, and that while sacrifice 
and sacraments, creed and ritual, prayer 
and sermon and song may be and are pow­ 
erful helps and necessary manifestations of 
this religion, which is love, without it 
they are but mockery and blasphemy.” 
Tiie learned doctors of the church may he 
able to explain how the priest of a church 
that holds that “the rejection of a single 
joint of revealed doctrine involves ship­ 
wreck in faith,” can be permitted to say of 
one who thus rejects the church, that he 
taught the essentials of pure religion, and 
that he was “a master from whom I have 
learned the fuller meaning of the prayer, 
‘Thy will be done.’” It is incomprehensible 
how, if Beecher taught as the Catholic priest 
says he taught, he can be saved in the face 
the doctrine of “the Church” of the priest, 
that without Catholic faith none can lie 
saved or recognized as of the household of 
the chosen, and that those who reject the 
doctrines of the church are heretics. 


WEARING OF THE BLUE. 
SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


T h e prohibitionists have triunijihed 
in about one-half of the State of Ken­ 
tucky, but the result has been to intrench 
whisky more securely in the counties 
where prohibition does not prevail. The 
peojile of Tennessee will next September 
vote ujion the jirojiosition to put prohibi­ 
tion into the State Constitution. The 
sentiment in favor of the proposed law is 
very strong in that State, and its triumph 
is expected. Tlius in the South prohibi­ 
tion is being tried, where there was the 
least temperance sentiment formerly, 
while in most of the’ Northern States, 
where that dogma has been an old issue, 
and lias undergone several tests, regula­ 
tion without prohibition is attracting 
most attention. Even the State of New 
York, which least of all we would look 
upon as susceptible to the influence, is not 
unlikely to adopt a high-lieense jiolicy. 


B ism arck lias won, and the seven 
years strengthening of the army will be­ 
gin ; a process, by the way, which will be 
conducted wholly by the Crown, and in 
which, until well up into the nineties, the 
people will have no power to interfere. 
The remarkably large vote in favor of the 
Sejitennate jiroves that the people of Ger-' 
many, when the appeal direct is made to 
them, and the question of maintenance of 
German prestige is at issue, are willing to 
repose confidence in Bismarck and trust 
the empire wholly to his guidance, so far, 
at least, as its standing among strong 
nations is concerned. 


N ew P aper.—The Redding Mining Jour­ 
nal is the name of a monthly publication, 
the first issue of which has just appeared, 
and wbich paper is to be devoted to the 
mining interests of Northern California 
and Southern Oregon. Its owner and pub­ 
lisher is George U. Chick, and its editor J. 
W. Malone. The paper has four pages of 
five columns each, and the initial number 
presents a healthful and promising appear­ 
ance.

The same choir and or­ 
chestra that did service on the preceding 
evening again occupied the stage, and fur­ 
nished excellent music. The scriptural les­ 
son was read by Rev. A. C. Herrick, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. R. L. McHatton. 
Rev. Dr. Frost presided, and in bis open­ 
ing remarks referred with much pride to 
the great success attending the first 
meeting in this city.

He differed with these, 
but then there were some people who could 
not get an idea in their head without a 
surgical operation. If a man went into a 
forest to cut down a tree he could not hope 
to fell it with a hammer or a maul, but he 
would apply an ax. The pledge is an ax 
in our hands, and already in Sacramento 
the saloon-keepers are "crying out, “Oh, 
Boo-the, spare that tree!" “Last night,” 
said he, “106 blows were struck at the root 
of that tree, and it is coming down.” [Ap­ 
plause.] There was no saloon in the Gar­ 
den of Eden. 
THERE WAS K0 BREWERY IN PARADISE. 
Our Father never planted that tree, and it 
shall be rooted up. On the street this 
morning I heard two men discussing the 
meeting of last night, and their re­ 
marks were decidedly uncompliment­ 
ary. “Why,” said one, “only old 
women and little children wear the 
blue ribbon.” Pointing to the badge on 
the giant form of Dr. Frost the speaker 
asked, “ What is this, an old woman or a 
little child?” [Great laughter.] " That little 
blue ribbon creates a sentiment strong and 
irresistible. If you are skeptical put it on 
and go out upon the street. The young 
man who is going for his ‘morning nip' 
will catch sight of it and have business not 
in the saloon, but in the opposite direction. 
The girl with the pitcher of beer, when she 
sees it, will hide her pitchir beneath her 
apron and drop her head in shame. If we 
can make it so ashamed that it will hide 
its head, we have won a victory.” The 
speaker was more eloquent, more enter­ 
taining, more earnest in his appeals, than 
on the first evening. At times the audi­ 
ence were convulsed with laughter, 
the next moment almost moved to 
tears as he portrayed the sorrows, 
degradations and evils that followed in the 
wake of this, the greatest curse of man. 
The recital of his own life was touching in 
the extreme, and vividly portrayed the tri­ 
als of many a good man who has been 
RUINED BY TAKING HIS FIRST GLASS. 
He joined the Federal army at the age of 
18. At the close of the war he returned to 
his home, married, entered ufion what 
promised a successful business career, was 
honored and respected. He formed ques­ 
tionable associations, joined a club, took a 
cl ass of wine, formed the driuking habit; 
iu less than three years his home was ru­ 
ined, his business gone and be himself saved 
from a suioide’s grave by the kindness of a 
former companion. Conscience-stricken, 
he came to himself, moved to other scenes, 
formed new and better associations, 
and 
again 
was 
prosperous 
and 
happy. Three years sped by; he tried 
another glass, and fell. Again he 
went down, down, down. Health and 
hope left him. Fortune, good name, 
peace, happiness, home, all fled. 4 The 
devil got hold of me”—so he explains his 
fall and his misery. Just then a Gospel 
temperance mission was inaugurated at 
Ithaca, N. Y., where he was then living. 
Mr. and Mrs. Booth went to the first 
meeting in the town. “ Dick, won’t you 
sign with me?” she said. He refused. 
He went forth to find that in 
the lowest deep there is a lower still. 
Coming home one night, later than usual 
from a carousal, he stumbled upon a kneel­ 
ing figure in one of the rooms of his deso­ 
late home. In an agony of grief, she—for 
it was his wife in prayer—clutched his gar­ 
ments, and dragged him on his knees be­ 
side her. “ My God, have mercy upon 
him and save him.” Instantly the prayer 
was answered. He resDonded, “ My God, 
save me, and have mercy upon my wife.” 
He rose a rescued man, saved by the power 
of God. From that hour—ten years ago— 
to the present time, he has kept the pledge. 
At the close of the meeting last evening 
450 blue ribbons were taken and 110 pledges 
signed, among the latter beinga number of 
men whose experience has not been unlike 
that of the speaker. This makes 1,150 blue 
ribbons and 216 pledges for the two meet­ 
ings.

Legislative After-notes. 
Most of the members of the Legislature 
have taken their departure for their homes, 
but some still linger in the delightful cli­ 
mate of the Capital City while recuperating 
from the result of arduous labors. Senator 
Vrooman went to Oakland upon adjourn­ 
ment on Saturday, but will return to Sac­ 
ramento to-day or to-morrow, and remain 
several weeks for the benefit of his health, 
as he regards the climate here the most 
bracing and the nearest perfect of any place 
to be found at this season of the year. 
A large number of legislators who re­ 
mained here on Sunday took the morning 
steamer yesterday for the bay, so as to 
make a trip of the lower Sacramento river 
by daylight and enjoy the sight of the or­ 
chards wbich have just commenced to 
blossom. Assemblyman Brierly is spend­ 
ing two or three days at the bay, and will 
then return to Sacramento for a pleasure 
stay. He says that he feels better when 
residing at Sacramento than at any other 
place in the State, and he proposes to re­ 
turn here and “ pick up" to his proper 
weight before returning to the angelic city. 
It is a noticeable fact that the stand taken 
by Speaker Jordan, in refusing to recognize 
as in order all claims for increase of salary, 
and for extra pay to attaches of the Assem­ 
bly, saved many thousands of dollars to the 
Siate. The custom to thus fee the attaches 
near the close of the session has become so 
notorious and scandalous that bis stand 
against it was most serviceable to the State 
and honorable to himself. Several attempts 
were made iu different forms to effect the 
usual theft out of the State Treasury, but he 
at once ruled every resolution and attempt 
out of order, and ihere it ended. 
Mr. Boruck. the veteran editor of the 
Spirit of the Times, in addition to his jour­ 
nalistic duties while sojourning here dur­ 
ing the legislative session, hds more re­ 
cently imparted largely of bis well-known 
knowledge of parliamentary law and 
usages to the President of the Senate. The 
latter, while frankly admitting that he was 
without any experience as a presiding 
officer, made faithful application to the 
work of acquiring knowledge upon the 
subject, and received the aid of the Spirit 
of the Times editor in that direction, and 
becoming quite familiar with the duties of 
the position prior to the adjournment ot 
the Legislature. 
Frank C. Jordan, who acted as private 
Secretary to Senator Vrooman during the 
legislative session, taking a leave of ab­ 
sence from the duties of Assistant State 
Librarian, has resigned his office in the 
State Librarv and will continue as Secre­ 
tary to Mr. Vrooman. His family will re­ 
move their residence to Oakland on the 1st 
of April. Mr. Jordan won many warm 
friends whPe residing in this city. * 
The fact is generally recognized by those 
interested in educational matters, that the 
present legislature gave more attention to 
t he needs of onr public schools, and more 
l.berally provided funds for educational 
purposes, than lias been done by any pre­ 
vious Legislature.

Sensible Conclusions. 
The Nevada City Herald publishes ex­ 
tracts from the R ecord-U nion and other 
yallev papers upon the subject of hydraulic 
miniDg, ar.d in all of which quartz and drift 
mining are excepted from the objections 
raised against the hydraulic process, and 
then makes these very sensible remarks: 
We publish the above extracts for the 
purpose of calming the fears of those croak­ 
ers who insist that quartz mining and drift 
mining will be attacked next, and are 
doomed to follow hydraulic mining on the 
list of “retired industries.” We are not one 
of those who ever thought that quartz 
mining was menaced either by the Courts 
or by the Anti-Debris Association. The 
people of the Sacramento valley have been 
very earnest and very bitter in their tight 
against hydraulic mining, but we do not 
believe that any considerable portion of the 
intelligent population of the" State would 
advocate the suicidal policy of putting an 
eDd to the production of gold. We believe 
that if quartz and drift mining were injur­ 
ing the valley farmers, they would rather 
suffer a slight injury than put an end to the 
mining industry, even had they power to 
do so. 
After all, we cannot blame the valley 
farmers for fighting the miners, if they 
honestly believed all they profess to be­ 
lieve as to the harm done by them. If there 
is anything in the line of property of which 
a man is more jealous than he is of any­ 
thing else, it is a piece of land with a house 
on it, which bears the endearing title of 
home. We are just liberal enough to be­ 
lieve that if we lived in the Sacramento 
valley, had a farm that we were proud of, 
and fancied that it was daily being buried 
up in slickens, we would join the Anti­ 
Debris Association and sit up nights study­ 
ing the dictionary to find terms suitable 
for the full expression of our wrath. All 
that we have ever blamed the valley people 
for was that their prejudices carried them 
beyond reason. 


Notice to A gents and Shippers. 
’ The Southern Pacific Company has 
issued a circular, addressed to agents and 
shippers, under date of San Francisco, 
March 10, 1887, in which notice is given 
that, iu compliance with Section 2 of the 
interstate commerce law, all special and 
contract rates quoted or entered into by 
the company will be canceled March 31, 
1887, before which date new tariffs and 
instructions to agents will be furnished. 
The section referred to reads as follows: 
“ Section 2. That if any common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this Act shall, 
directly or indirectly, by any special rate, 
rebate, drawback, or other device, charge, 
demand, collect or receive from any per­ 
son or persons a greater or less com­ 
pensation for any service rendered or to 
be rendered, in the transportation of pas­ 
sengers or property subject to the provi­ 
sions of this Act, than it charges, demands, 
collects or receives from any other person 
or persons for doing for him or them a 
like contemporaneous service in the trans­ 
portation ot a like kind of traffic under 
substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions, such common carrier shall be 
deemed guiltv of unjust discrimination, 
which is hereby prohibited and declared to 
be unlawful."

E xit Convict Labor.—The Board of 
State Prison Directors held its monthly 
meeting at San Quentin Prison on Satur­ 
day. Directors Sonntag. Wilkins and Hen­ 
dricks, with Director Devlin in the chair, 
were present. Bills for supplies and salary 
account for the current month wereauditeil 
and passed, amounting to $21,882 60. The 
following resolution, offered by Devlin, 
was then adopted; “ That it is the sense 
of the Board that they intend to discon­ 
tinue, at the earliest practicable moment, 
the operations of all manufacturing indus­ 
tries at both prisons, except the manufac­ 
ture of jute, so as to prevent all competi­ 
tion with free labor, and that inasmncb as 
such action will throw ont of employment 
a large number of convicts unless other 
employment be found for them, the Warden 
of each prison is hereby insriuicted to sub­ 
mit to the Board at their next meeting at 
Folsom a plan for woi king such convicts as 
shall be thrown out of employment.”

Every one in Modoc county is perhaps 
acquainted with Samuel K. MatDey, better 
1 nown as " Tule Dad," one of the pioq^ers 
of Modoc county. A great deal of specu­ 
lation as to his age has been indulged in, 
and it has been estimated that he is some­ 
where between 100 and 110 years of age. 
Last week his papers granting him a pen­ 
sion for services in the Mexican war ar­ 
rived here, and a reporter of this paper 
took from them the following data: 
“ Samuel K. Matney enlisted in Shelby 
county, Illinois, for the Mexican war in 
the year 1846, in Company C, Third Regi­ 
ment, Captain Freeman, at the time he 
was 62 years of age,” and consequently is 
now in his 103d year. This information 
was taken from the records in the War 
Department at Washington, and is sup­ 
posed to be reliable. Tule Dad has resided 
in this vicinity for a good many years, and 
until within the pas: two years has been 
hale and hearty, and able to accomplish as 
much work as a great many men of forty 
and fifty years. Some two years ago his 
health began to fail, and he has since been 
quite feeble, and only a few days ago word 
reached town that his end was rapidly 
approaching, and probably before this 
paper shall have reached our readers his 
spirit will have crossed the-river. The old 
fellow is a genuine frontiersman, and his 
narratives of Western scenes and incidents 
always drew a crowd of interested listeners. 
It will be observed that at the time he en­ 
listed in the Mexican war he was 62 years 
of age, an age at which mcst men would 
consider that they ought to retire and live 
in ease for the remainder of their days; 
but “ Dad,” with his indomitable pluck, 
shouldered the musket, passed through the 
war unscathed, and has lived an average 
lifetime since.—Modoc Independent.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


STILL A MYSTERY. 


C orom -r’s 
In q u e st 
U pon th e B ody of 
J o h n K asson. 
Coroner Clark held an inquest yesterday 
upon the body of the man found dead 
about II miles south of Florin Sunday 
morning, as narrated in our last issue. But 
little new information was elicited. Foot­ 
prints show that one man dragged the de­ 
ceased from the railroad embankment, 
where he received the fatal wounds, to the 
lence, fifty feet from the track, where the 
body was found lying on the ground. Of 
course, one naturally wonders why thernur- 
derer took that much trouble, and three 
reasons present themselves—one, lhat he 
felt sorry for wbal he had done, and re­ 
moved his victim that the latter might have 
a chance to recover if not mortally h u rt; 
second, that he dragged the remains away 
to prevent the next 
train that came 
along 
from 
being 
ditched 
by 
run­ 
ning 
over 
them, but 
in the latter 
case he could have tumbled them down the 
embankment roughly; and third, indi­ 
cating cool thought, the body may have 
been placed near the fence, in a position 
conveying the impression that it was a 
tramp asleep, so that discovery of the mur­ 
der would not be made until after the per­ 
petrator had time to get out of the way. 
The last time the deceased was seen alive 
was at the saloon of Edward Pickett, Elk 
Grove, abont 6:30 Friday evening. 
He 
purchased two glasses of beer during his 
stay of three-quarters of an hour, was so­ 
ber, and explained that he was looking for 
work. He had some money Is his purse, 
which Mr. Pickett heard jingle when he 
was paying for the becr.and complained that 
he had been robbed of $50 in asaloonat San 
Francisco. He also said that he had a wife 
in Nebraska. The jury returned a verdict 
to the effect that the deceased was John 
Kasson, a native of Norway, aged 25 or 30 
years, and that his death was caused by­ 
gunshot wounds, inflicted by some person 
to the jury unknown. 
Later in the day Hr. G. A. White. County 
Physician, made a post-mortem examina­ 
tion of the deceased, and found that either 
of the wounds would have been necessarily 
fatal, as both passed through the heart and 
other organs. The unfortunate man prob­ 
ably fell where he stood when shot. It has 
been ascertained that Louis Reppler, of 
San Francisco, whose name appeared on a 
sealed letter found upon the deceased, did 
not know any person named John Kasson, 
hut he has friends in Nebraska who may 
have given Kasson a letter of introduction 
to him. It seems, however, that though 
Kasson went through to San Francisco on 
his arrival from the East, he did not de­ 
liver the letter. 


C lunie O p era H onse. 
The Pyke English Comedy Opera Com­ 
pany had a fine house last evening, and a 
cordial reception. The curtain did not rise 
until late because of the non-arrival of 
some of the company until the 8 o’clock 
train. But the audience was patient, and 
was well rewarded. Miss Manfred received 
a hearty welcome from former admirers, 
and speedily won her way to the approval 
of those who had not before heard her. 
She sings with ail her old strength and 
vigor and acts as archly as ever. Miss 
Jeannie Winston in the title role, “ Prince 
Methusalem,” was an instant favorite. She 
has a voice of dramatic quality, strong in 
contralto and mezzo-soprano tones, and 
marked by deep sympathetic character­ 
istics. Mr. Pyke had a rather indifferent 
score, but made the most of it. The two 
low comedians, UeLange and Clarke, are 
inimitable, capital actors, ready, witty and 
chief in the vivacity and merry spirit of 
the company. Miss Evans, the third lead- 
,ng female member of the troupe, does not 
appear until to-morrow evening. 
The 
chorus, though deficient in strength in 
bassos, was otherwise good, prompt and 
strong. The orchestration was superior in 
a very full complement of skilled musi­ 
cians, six of whom accompany the troupe. 
Otto Herold is musical director, and his 
ability to lead is unquestioned. The ap­ 
plause last evening was very liberal and 
exceedingly warm. All the leading singers 
were recalled and the choicest of the gems 
sung were repeated in response to the de­ 
mands of the auditors. 
These were so, 
many that the attempt is not made to men­ 
tion them in detail. The troupe is strong, 
large, good in lyric and dramatic qualities, 
is under excellent stage management, 
and gives a clean-cut, agreeable and 
altogether pleasing entertainment, of good 
musical quality in light opera. The cos­ 
tuming of the company is especially good, 
and last night one section of the chorus in 
uniform by excellence in the silent drill 
won especial favor. To-night the sparkling 
opera “Boccaccio” will be sung, with Miss 
Winston, Miss Manfred, Mr. Pyke, Mr. 
Clarke, Mr. DeLsnge, Miss Norman, James 
Tiernan and Frank Yalegra in the chief 
roles. 


O p eratic C oncert. 
The next musical event in this city, at 
the conclusion of the season of comic 
opera will be a grand operatic concert by 
Mme. Zalie Trebelli, the iamous contralto, 
M. Ovide Musin, the renowned violinist, 
and Pasl Steindorff, celebrated hs a pianist. 
It will take place at the Clunie Opera House 
next Friday evening. This company has 
been giving concerts at the Baldwin Thea­ 
ter, in San Francisco, and the Examiner of 
yesterday says concerning them : “ Their 
concert last night was thoroughly delight­ 
ful. It seems firmly established that noth­ 
ing short of double encores is to be accepted 
from either of the two great people, while 
the pianist, for all his exact execution, is 
not asked for a single one. Mme. Trebelli 
gave the six selections always demanded 
of her in place of the two numbers on the 
programme, and even then the audience 
was not at all willing to part with her. 
When she had sung the gavotte from “Mig- 
non,” and the habanera from “ Carmen,” 
following the rondo from Itosini’s “Ilaliana 
in Algieri,” there was a distinct attempt to 
get another encore, but it was not successful. 
After a week to think it all over and grow 
cool again, it needed only one song to bring 
the enthusiasm for her rounded, polished 
notes and exquisite delivery all back again. 
The half human, half divine voice in Ovide 
Musin’s violin became something weird 
and almost diabolic in certain parts of the 
Wieniawsky Mazourka. The contrast be­ 
tween the sentiment of his tone in this and 
that it took on in the broad, noble phrases 
of Beethoven’s Romance in F is one of the 
manv things that make his playing the 
despair of other violinists. His own Ma­ 
zourka, which has become his most popu­ 
lar encore selection, was given after these 
two numbers, and he followed a brilliant 
rendition 
of the “ Fantaisie Character- 
isqtie,” by Yieuxtemps, with Wieniawsky’s 
variations, on a Russian air, and an eVi- 
Uence of the breadth of his understanding 
of Bach.” 
| 


Serious A ccident. 
About 5 o’clock last evening Thomas 
Carolan, aged about 18 years, met with a 
serious accident. His father (proprietor of 
the Ivanhoe saloon, Eighth and K streets,} 
and mother had attended a funeral in the

CITY TRUSTEES. 


E u g en e G regory T ak es H is S eat as M ayor 
—R e m a rk s o f E x-M ayor B row n. 
The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session yesterday, all the members 
present. 
Ex-Mayor Christopher Green appeared 
before the Board in behalf of the State 
Agricultural Society, of which he is one of 
the Directors, and asked that the city audit 
and pay the bill of $440, for the construc­ 
tion of the new sidewalk on the south side 
of Agricultural Park, He said the Society 
was in debt to the Bank of D. 0. Mills *& 
Co. $21,000, and at this time had not funds 
at their command to pay for this improve­ 
ment, and as it was entirely for the benefit 
of the city, and owing to the fact that all 
the monev the Society obtained from the 
State and made at the annual fairs was dis­ 
bursed in this city, he thought the Trus­ 
tees should pay it. This was the opinion 
of the entire Directorate of the Agricult­ 
ural Society, and lie had been deputed to 
lay the matter before the Trustees. Last 
year they expended some $12,000 in im ­ 
provements at the Park and Pavilion, and 
neariy as much would be expended this 
year. All this money goes out for labor 
and material, and not a dollar of it leaves 
the city. 
It was true, he 
said, that 
it 
was a 
State 
institution, 
but 
as 
far 
as 
pecuniary 
benefit 
was 
con­ 
cerned, it was strictly a local 
matter, 
and one which the city should aid and 
foster. The monev received from the State 
had to lie devoted to premiums, and not a 
dollar of such funds could be devoted to 
the construction of sidewalks. So far as 
the society was concerned this improve­ 
ment was entirely unnecessary, and as it 
was a much-needed improvement for all 
those who resided in the northeastern por­ 
tion of the city, he said he thought the 
city should audit and pay the bill. After 
some little discussion of the matter the 
Trustees took it under advisement, and 
wil! act upon it at the next meeting.

CANVASSING THE RETURNS. 
The vote of last Tuesday for dty officials 
was then canvassed, and the Republican 
nominees all declared elected in accord­ 
ance with the vote published in the R eo- 
o r d - U n i o n of Wednesday last. 
Eugene Gregory, the Mayor-elect, came 
in and was greeted by Mayor Brown with 
a hearty handshake, and “Allow me to 
congratulate you, Eugene.” 
The oath of office was administered to 
Mr. Gregory by Police Judge Buckley, and 
he was introduced by Mr. Brown to the 
other members of the Board as his suc­ 
cessor to the Mayoralty. 
Mr. Brown has 
been quite seriously ill for some weeks. 
He was in quite feeble health, and stated 
that it had been his intention at this time 
to make a speech reviewing the rapid 
strides Sacramento had made in the past 
few years in population and wealth, and 
prophesy as to its prosperity in the future 
and of the boom which was not distant. 
The sewer systems had almost been com­ 
pleted, the levees were intact and secure, 
the city had $1,200,000 worth of property, 
and a bonded indebtedness of $1,500,000, 
which was of uncertain and fluctuating 
value. He, in a most feeling manner, took 
leave of Trustees Ryan and Jones, two 
gentlemen who had endeared themselves 
to him by their unswerving fidelity to the 
best interests of the city, and, as a ma­ 
jority. bad ever treated him with that fair­ 
ness the memory of which would ever be a 
pleasure to him. He expressed a hope that 
they would get along as pleasantly and 
harmoniously under the uew Mayor as 
they had with him. 
In taking leave of the City Auditor, Ed. 
H. McKee, the ex-Mayor was almost over­ 
come with his feelings, which no donbt 
were rendered very sensitive by his enfee­ 
bled condition. He complimented him as 
an official in the highest degree; none more 
honest, industrious and efficient, and as a 
friend none truer, more honorable, or faith­ 
ful. 
His remarks to his successor were equally 
affecting. He said he heartily congratu- 
iated him on his election, and Sacramento 
in making such an excellent choice. He 
hoped no stumbling-blocks would be put in 
his way; be hoped that the city would 
prosper under the new administration, and 
that Mr. Gregory's acts would all be those 
creditable to himself and the people of Sac­ 
ramento, who place such confidence in his 
honesty, ability and integrity. 
The newly-elected Mayor, as he assnmed 
the seat occupied by his predecessor, made 
some short, feeling and appropriate re­ 
marks. He said while he felt a pride in 
the high honor conferred upon him by bis 
fellow-citizens, he deeply regretted the loss 
to the city of such an able and honest a 
man as John Q. Brown. He hoped to em­ 
ulate so worthy an example, and follow 
the precepts of so worthy a predecessor. 
He thanked Mr. Brown tor his kind words, 
and hoped to be able to perform the duties 
of Mayor of the city of Sacramento hon­ 
estly, conscientiously and in a manner that 
would redouned to bis credit. 
Trustee Jones said this was an occasion 
that he could not let pass without referring 
to the administration of the retiring Mayor, 
for whom he had the highest regard so­ 
cially, and the greatest respect for his pol­ 
icy and ability. Their weekly meetings 
had all been very sociable, and while they 
differed on political questions, on all others 
where the welfare and best interests of the 
city were concerned they were a unit. He 
hoped that the incoming Mayor would fol­ 
low in the footsteps of his able and worthy 
predecessor. John Q. Brown. 
Trustee Ryan also joined in the senti­ 
ment expressed by Trustee Jones; he 
warmly welcomed Mr. Gregory, but at the 
same time parted with regret with the man 
with whom be had so long served the city, 
and for whose counsels and business at­ 
tainments he had so profound a respect. 
Altogether there never was a change of 
officials in this city whore such a feeling of 
friendship was expressed between the out­ 
going and incoming servants of the people, 
which shows the true type of manhood on 
both sides.and is expressive of that higher 
sentiment seldom encountered in men fresh 
from a political contest. 
R. M. darken appeared before the Board 
in the interest of property-owners in the 
block surrounded by N and O, Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets, who ask for the con­ 
struction of a sewer through the alley in 
the block. They claim that the sewer is 
an absolute necessity to the health of the 
neighborhood. The matter was referred to 
the Street Commissioner. 
After allowing a number of bills, there 
appearing no other business, Mayor Greg­ 
ory declared the Board adjourned.

a t S tockton W ill E ast a L ong T im e. 
The Alta Baseball Ciub and the friends 
by whom they were accompanied to Stock­ 
ton Sunday morning, to play a return game 
with the Stocktons, returned home about 4 
o’clock a. m. yesterday, the entire party 
numbering about twenty. The account 
they give of their reception and treatment 
in the Slough City does not show up a por­ 
tion of the residents of that place very 
creditably, but if the Stocktonians can 
stand it the Altas certainly can. Before 
| the train by which the latter organization 
' were passetigers had come to a full stop at 
Stockton.the Sacramentaos who were stand­ 
ing on the car platforms were gre.ted wilh 
coarse remarks, to which they paid no at­ 
tention, supposing those whoutteved them 
were stray “ drunks” nut yet recovered 
from their Saturday night debauch. After 
the Altas had left the train and found 
themselves hooted, and more bad language 
used toward them, they began to see that 
tbeir visit was not going to be a pleasant 
one. On the way to their hotel and from 
there to Agricultural Park, where the con­ 
test was to take place, their treatment was 
so rude that they began to wonder whether 
the occupants of the Insane Asylum had 
not escaped and taken the towñ. At the 
ball grounds matters went from bad to 
worse. Thcte was a large assemblage of 
spectators, including scores of ladies, and 
yet foul-mouthed ruffians were allowed to 
use an abundance of oaths and filthy epi­ 
thets until finally many of the ladies went 
home. During the first inning, nearly all 
the Sacramento players came in for a share 
of the billingsgate, but McLaughlin was the 
especial target, probably because he went 
over there one time with the Brightons and 
assisted that organization to defeat the 
Stocktons. Exasperated beyond control he 
finally, when the side was out, laid down 
his gloves and mask and called to a big 
fellow who had been especially abusive, to 
step out and show how much of a man he 
was. The challenge showed pluck, though 
opeu to the charge of bad judgment, as the 
Sacramentans were a very small band com­ 
pared to the rough element opposed to 
them, and the fight might have led to very 
disastrous results on both sides. As it was 
the individual McLaughlin invited is said 
to have made basteslowly toward the front 
and allowed twenty or more of his com­ 
panions to tear off their coats and rush 
ahead of him. Some of the Allas who 
were near by closed up to McLaughlin, and 
the Stockton club rallied to their assistance. 
Some peace officers who were present en­ 
deavored to drive the wouid-be fighters 
back but made little, if any, progress. As 
is usual on such occasions, the spectators 
who had not taken part in the disturbance 
pressed forward to “see the fight,” and the 
prospects for a very serious difficulty were 
exceedingly good. Just then Tom Cun­ 
ningham, San Joaqnin county’s energetic 
and determined Sheriff, appeared, and went 
into the matter in his vigorous way with 
such happy results tnat the turbulent ele­ 
ment was driven back and the game went 
on, hut at any moment, from that time to 
its close, there was danger of a renewal of 
the outbreak.

The other members played finely, and only 
two errors were made during the game. 
The boys did not worry themselves about 
securing any more runs, it being very 
probable that they wonld be better off if 
they did not win the game. When the last 
man was out and the Stocktons were de­ 
clared victorious, the crowd threw up their 
hats, yelled and went through many dem­ 
onstrations of delight, forgetting íor the 
time the Sacramentans, who didn’t care for 
the game, but were just then feeling an ar­ 
dent affection for the omnibus in which 
they had been taken to the grounds, and 
in ’ which they ensconced 
themselves 
quickly and shrank up as small as possible. 
Later in the afternoon and during the even­ 
ing they were visited at their hotel by many 
residents of the city, who expressed their 
regret at the manner in which the visitors 
had been abused. The members of the 
Stockton Club also exhibited the right 
feeling in the premises, and the Sacrament­ 
ans passed the evening quite pleasantly. 
When they finally left for the train, about 
midnight, several policemen escorted them 
to the cars, where they found two or three 
more officers watting to protect them, but 
there was no trouble. The occurrences of 
the afternoon tyll doubtless have a disas­ 
trous effect upon baseball interests in Stock­ 
ton, as few clubs from other cities will go 
there, and when they do the patronage will 
be light, as respectable people will be 
afraid to attend the game, fearful of a repe­ 
tition of rowdyism. The Agricultural So­ 
ciety will also hesitate to allow its grounds 
to be used if there is any uncertainty as to 
preserving the peace. 
It is amusing to hear the accounts of their 
experiences given by the returned players. 
Little Vice, McLaughlin s pet and’ the 
Altas’ Mascot, picked up a bat to “bit the 
man that was going to hit Billy,” but some 
plucky Stocktonian caught the boy by the 
back of the neck, kicked him until he was 
mellow, boxed his ears, slapped his face, 
and finally desisted because one of the 
Stockton players hit him a good one.

as soon as possible. Charlie Bauer, who 
went over to see the game, was got up 
pretty nicely, with his silk hat and nobby 
cane. Some of the toughs “spotted" him, 
and were advancing to make a wreck of 
his wardrobe, when he showed the beanty 
of having presence of mind by elevating 
his hat npori his cane and ejaculating, 
“ Hurrah for the Stocktons!” Will Young, 
the official scorer of the Altas, was mis­ 
taken for a Sacrameuto reporter, and 
thought it best to deny it very explicitly. 
Al. Mast, who went over as a spectator, 
didn’t deem it necessary to get up a yell for 
the Altas. Mike Fisher, of the Altas, who 
was not in the nine that day, got very in­ 
dignant when he was referred to as “ that 
smoked Italian.” The players would never

Tom Ahern got off the 
easiest, some intelligent tough dubbing 
him “ Old Antiquity.” McLaughlin was 
deluged with names, and it seemed proba­ 
ble that the crowd liad been thinking the 
matter over carefully for many days 
to do justice to the occasion. The last 
information he received was that they 
were going to have a bull dog fight over 
there, and wanted his face for the animals 
to look at to make them ferocious, while 
another class thought they wanted his

| BY TKLEGEAPH TO THE EECORD-USION.] 


B o s t o x , March 14th.—A frightful acci­ 
dent occurred on the Dedham branch of 
the Boston and Providence Railroad this 
morning, between Forest Hill and Roslin­ 
dale, at what is known as Bussey Park 
bridge. At 7 o’clock the train from Ded­ 
ham, consisting of seven cars and the bag­ 
gage car, under charge of conductor Tilden, 
broke through the bridge. The engine and 
three-cars went over safely, bnt the five 
others fell through the bridge to the road 
beneath—a distance of thirty feet. The 
last car, which was a smoker, was tam ed 
completely over, and struck on the top of 
the others, all being crushed almost out of 
shape. 
It is stated that the bridge where the ac­ 
cident occurred this morning is a compara­ 
tively new one, and that the accident was 
caused by a truck of one of the cars giving 
way, thus causiDg the car to strike heavily 
against the abutment of the bridge. The 
smoking car, after it fell, caught fire, but 
the fire department was promptly on hand 
and prevented any spread of the flames. 
The bodies of the dead have all been re­ 
moved, and of the wounded some are at 
the hospital and some have been taken 
home. Among the killed are conductor 
Tilden. Sergeant Taylor, of the Boston po­ 
lice : VV. E. Snow. Alice Burnett, of Roslin- 
dale; Mabel Adams and Frank N'orris. of 
Dedham. Harrv Gay was mortally injured, 
and is dving. 'Many of the injured were 
brought to hospitals'in thiscity, and some 
of the killed have not yet been identified. 
The train was crowded with working peo­ 
ple, and the most intense excitement pre­ 
vails among their friends, who are anxious 
to learn the names of the killed and 
wounded. 
. 
The engineer, when his engine broke 
from the train, kept right on to Forest Ilill 
and gave the alarm, instead of stopping to 
ascertain the extent of the accident. On 
that account it was impossible to get assist­ 
ance at once. The officers of the road are 
present, and are doing all they can. Many 
doctors are also there, and are doing every­ 
thing in their power to relieve the sufferers. 
The bodies of the killed were horribly 
mangled, some of their heads being en­ 
tirely severed from their bodies, and many 
of the bodies are crushed beyond recogni­ 
tion. The police say that twenty-three 
persons were killed outright, and that 
nearly as many others will die._ A. Web­ 
ster Clapp died in the Forest Hill station, 
where he had been taken. 
The scene of the accident is about two 
miles from Jamaica Plains, which is about 
fifteen miles from this city-. At Jamaica 
Plains the main line of the Boston & Prov­ 
idence Railroad branches off to the left to 
Readville and Providence, while to the 
right runs a sweeping curve, the Dedham 
blanch. This arm is built through a valley 
for a long distance on a long and high em­ 
bankment. South street runs diagonally 
under the track of the branch, and it was 
into this cut that the cars of the train 
plunged from the bridge which crosses it. 


LA TER FACTS CONCERNING T H E DISASTER. 
Boston, March 14th—p. M.—An old flaw 
had weakened the truss, or girder, to such 
an extent that when the full weight of the 
train came upon the bridge it caused the re­ 
maining section of the truss to give way, 
thus allowing the entire structure to fall. 
Engineer White says that when going 
across the bridge he felt a shock, which he 
thought might have been caused by a 
broken axle. This, however, could not 
possibly have been the first cause of the 
accident, for the trucks of the first two cars 
are in good condition, except in regard to 
the fractured oak timber of one of the 
trucks. The only remaining possible cam e 
of the accident is a broken rail, and it is 
doubtful, as before stated, whether an in­ 
vestigation into this point could result 
satisfactorily, for there are many pieces of 
broken and twisted rails snarled up in the 
wreck. The probable cau-e of the smash­ 
ing up of the three care nearest the engine, 
whicli remained on top of the embank­ 
ment, is that they must have jumped the 
track when the rear ear went through the 
bridge. Bnssy bridge was built 15 veare 
ago, and during the past 10 years has been 
repaired three times. 
Workmen have been busily engaged all 
day in removing debris from tlie street and 
from the embankment. The wreck is so 
complete that no attempt was made 
to save any portion of the train. Addi­ 
tional evidences were found of the terrible 
nature of the disaster, at a late hour, as 
the work of removing the wreck pro­ 
gressed. In some places were fragments 
oí flesh, or pieces of clothing, which had 
belonged to some victim whose remains 
ban previously been removed. There was 
blood over everything, and most of the 
pieces of clothing found were from gar­ 
ments of women, and the fatality among 
them was proportionately greater. In one 
place the bodies of se-en were taken oat, 
all horribly mangled. 


A P IT IF U L SIGHT 
Was that of two girls with arms aronnd 
one another, clinging together in the em­ 
brace of death. In many instances axes aud 
crowbars were necessary in order to 
free persons who were pinioned in the 
wreck. In twef cases it was necessary to 
cut the bodies in two in order to get them 
out. They- were already crushed out of 
any resemblance to human shape, and so 
thoroughly wedged in that they could be 
moved in no otlier way. ODe old lady was 
taken from a car uninjured, with her cloth­ 
ing torn to shreds. She said the women in 
the car seemed panic-stricken at the mo­ 
ment the crash came. She saw one woman 
dying in a seat, while another woman had 
her head pillowed on the dying woman’s 
breast. 


T H E HEADLESS TRUNK OF A WOMAN 
Was found lying across a timber in the 
street under the bridge, with one arm com­ 
pletely gone and her lower limbs all cut 
and mangled. The head was found among 
a tangle of iron and fragments of a car a 
few feet away. One man was seen to walk 
from the wreck in the direction of Roslin- 
dale after the wreck, and when he had 
gone a dozen yards he fell dead, either frim 
excitement or internal injuries. Everybody 
seemed dazed and could not realize what 
had occurred. Daniel Roundy, of Roslin- 
dale, had 


A MOST REMARKABLE EX PER IEN C E. 
He w’as in the smoking car playing cards 
with Ed Snow, Harry Gay and Sergeant 
Lailler. 
The crash came, and the next 
thing he knew lie was in the muddy stream 
uninjured, and holding in his hand one 
queen of diamonds, which was covered 
with blood. His three companions had all 
been killed. 
It has been impossible to obtain a correct 
and complete list of the killed and 
wounded, owing to the fact that imme­ 
diately after the catastrophe occnred its 
victims were hastily removed from the 
scene and in such widei v diverse directions 
that it is extremely difficult to trace them 
correctly. Some of the injured were at 
once conveyed to their homes; others were 
taken to hospitals, while others still found 
temporary shelter in residences in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood. Some of the dead 
(a majority of them, in fact,) were brought 
to the city hospital morgue, but there were 
others taken to the depots of Roslinda le, 
Forest Hill and Canterbury. Agents of the 
railway company are now diligently at 
work endeavoring to compile complete 
statistics of the calamity, and a fall list of 
the casualties will doubtless be furnished 
at the earliest practicable moment. 


A CURIOUS FEATURE OP T H E DISASTER 
Is found in the fact that the bridge went 
down with the wreck, and not a scrap of 
iron remained attached to the abutments, 
and but for the chasm and awful wreck 
beneath there was nothing to indicate that 
a bridge had once spanned the river.
